This extra ex¬ 
pense means that the tobacco will have to be rehung in the itare- 
hmise here and the warehouse company can not advance m*n«y on 
St until it is in condition to insure keeping. One of the best tests 
is tjrat after two'or three dry, still days the tobacco is found early 
in the dav. say before 8 o’clock, to be in good case, there will be 
little risk in bulking it to keep. > •

The National Flower. 


A Cheap Bargain.

And now it ui thread upon which 
the trust system has laid its unholy 
hand. The Chicago Tribune (.republi¬ 
can I prints this editorial: * 1 

"If street car fares were to be jump¬ 
ed to seven cents and then to ten cents 
the entire community would be uo in 
arms. If the price of the glass of beer 
were to be advanced thus there would 
be wild indignation among the beer 
drinkers. To the woman five cents is 
as much the natural price of a spool of 
cotton thread as to a man live cents is 
of a glass of beer. The price of thread, 
raised a short time ago to seven'cents 
a spool, has been put up to leu cents. 
Will the women of the country submit 
uncomplainingly, or will they call upon 
the men to join with them in demand¬ 
ing a return to the old price? 

"There are women who will protest t 
against the advance in price not be- , 
cause they will feel it but *as a matter i 
of princiole. ’ There are other women 
who will be hard hit. The garment 1 
workers who buy their own thread will I 
earn a few cents less a weelfc That 1 
will be no trival matter, for their earn-! 
mgs are scanty enough at best. With I 
them every cent counts. When the 
coin which used to buy two spools of j 
thread boys only one they feel it keen -1 
ly. Their finances are disarranged. 

"Raw cotton costs more than it did 
a few years ago. There have been 
recent advances in the wages of the 
cotton spinners. But as an offset there 
have been improved processes of man¬ 
ufacture and a rapid increase in the 
volume of sales. Whatever net in¬ 
crease there may have been in the cost 
of production is not enough to justify a 
100 per cent, advance in price. There 
would be no such advance if there were 
any real competition in the manufac 
ture of cotton thread. The industry is 
practically monopolized by one great 
concern, and it is utilizing its monopoly 
lor the oppression of poverty stricken 
sewing women. 

"The women ot the country do not 
take a deep interest in the prosecution 
of railroads which pay rebates or of 
such industrial concerns as the tobacco 
trust. If the government were to at¬ 
tack the cotton thread monopoly they 
would all sing the praises of the de¬ 
partment of justice. 

"Perhaps they will be gratified. It 
was reported recently that the law 
officers of the government had started 
a preliminary inquiry into the affairs 
of the American Thread company with 
an eye to beginning legal proceedings. 
It is generally believed that while the 
company nears an American name it is 
controlled by foreigners. The Coatses 
and Clarks, who are British manufac¬ 
turers of cotton thread, are understood 
to dominate the affairs of the English 
Sewing Thread company. It is noi 
pleasing to be dictated to by a domes¬ 
tic trust. It is even less so when an 
alien trust exploits American consum-

An article in the Metropolitan Maga¬ 
zine for July states that there are al¬ 
ready 5.000 udies of trolley line In 
Ohio. An article In Appleton's. Maga¬ 
zine for July says that In Indluna 
"10.000 miles of track are now In Migr¬ 
ation, 350 mile*, are building and will 
be placed In operation early this year, 
another 2,000 miles are projected, ev¬ 
ery steam railroad out of Iudlana|*ilte 
lias been paralleled, more than $50,- 
000.000 has been actually Invested In 
these properties, passenger* are car¬ 
ried at their convenience In clean and 
comforteWfp cars and for one-half the 
former Hires." A similar story might 
be told of many other sect Ions. 

The trolley line Is no longer merely 
an Improvement on the horse car for 
use In cities and their Immediate en¬ 
vironment. A number of hundred mile 
runs are possible today, and thousand 
mile trljm will soon be made. Experi¬ 
ence thus far seems to have proved 
beyond auy question that trolley line* 
can carry passengers and pan-el* at 
much lower rate* than I* possible for 
steam railways. It la true that they 
do not yet tun at tlie speed of expiess 
trains, but this Is offset by the fact 
of more frequenf communication.. In 
many cases, probably.In n majority, 
the c*>st fit the trip Is of greater con> 
aiderstIon to the traveler than Is the 
time required for It. ass liming a fair 
equHllty of physical comfort. If a 
steam railroad trip of a hundred miles 
1* made In two hours at a cost of $2 
and the same trip can Is* made by trol¬ 
ley In three and a half hours for $1.50 
there will lie plenty of passengers for 
! the trolley. 

The development of this system of 
I transportation makes It even probable 
that before many years our railways 
will he used mainly for long distance 
,r *0R)' a,w * heavy or bulky freight, 
while the trolley will be generally 
u*ed for all other business It Is not 
possible to say Just what may happen 
around New York city, where condi¬ 
tion* are somewhat peculiar. 8o far 
as the country at Inrge Is concerned 
there can be little doubt that trolley

1 to July 1. and I select none for hrc<>d 
ers that do not lay nt least 130 egg* 
ln that period In selecting my breed 
era I weigh their breeding, laying qual¬ 
ities and standard points. 

Fighting Vermin. 

It Is a waste of time to fight vermin 
so long as the droppings are allowed to 
remain in the houses week after week. 
Clean up each morning. It takes but n 
minute or two each day. and with the 
occasional assistance of kerosene lice 
seldom cause any trouble. 

Remove the nest boxes and fixture* 
from the houses and fairly saturate | 
them with kerosene, then go Inside 
and with a spray pump send the kero- I 
sene Into every crack and crevice. It 
does noble work, and your hens will 1 
bless you for It. 

Another good precaution Is to use In-1 
sect powder liberally in the nest boxes. | 
It will kill such vermin as are lodged 
In the feathers of the hens.

Market Preference ae to Poultry. 

Practically nil the large markets In 
the United States require yellow skin 
(or flesln and legs In first grade market 
poultry. English and f'aundinn mar¬ 
kets call for white skin (or fieslil and 
legs for their better grade*. Boston 
aud New York markets require dry 
picked poultry and will only rake the 
scalded product at a discount. San 
Francisco ami Philadelphia insist upon 1 
dry pb-ked [*>u!try aud do not waul 
scalded. St. Louis, Chicago. Baltimore 1 
and Washington prefer scalded poultry 
except for storagu purposes. Dry 
picked poultry only Is accepted for I 
cold storage.

There are many itoultry keepers who l 
provide their fowl* with a large enough 
house, but hare only sufficient land to 
accommodate half or a quarter the 
number of fowls that nre crowded on 
to It. while I have seen scores of cases 
where both houses aud runs wece. of 
astonishingly small dimensions — Iu 
fact, so small that the Idea of keeping 
poultry in them waJ absurd, write* 
George Scott of Pudsey. Yorkshire. 
England, iu American Poultry Journal. 

Now. It Is impossible to state nn\ 
hard and fast rule* ns regards the size 
of a poultry house or run requisite for 
a certain number of fowls, but It may 
be roughly stated that In building a 
fowl house ntiout five square feet of 
floor space should be allowed for every 
adult fowl. This estimate Is liable to 
modification*, according to the size of 
the fowl* and the height of the houHe 
In the open fronted or fresh air type 
of poultry house half this amount ^»f 
floor space will be sufficient for each 
fowl. 

In all cases It Ik advisable to give 
fowls as much liberty as possible, for 
they are never at their best when kept 
In confinement. In many cases, how¬ 
ever. this course Is Inadmissible, and 
under these circuinstunbes at lea*t 
fifty square feet of ground should be 
allowed for each fowl, and a breed 
should be kept which Is l>est able to 
stand confinement, for the varieties 
differ considerably In this respect. Of 
course It is essential for fow ls to b • 
confined during the breeding season 
and. provided the run* are large 
enough or the nntnlHT of fowls In eac-h 
run small enough, all will be well, but 
It is the parking and Jamming of a 
large number of fowl* Into a small run 
that work* such havoc among the 
birds and their progeny, overcrowding 
being responsible for more than half 
the diseases to wrhich poultry are sub 


GOOD ADVICE TO FARMERS 


Not many farmers who have been raising tobacco for the mar¬ 
ket in years past have ever held tneir crops for summer delivery. 
Therefore, a few words to those still holding their tobacco in ham* 
at home will not come amiss. 

In the first place the tobacco should be hung very close, in fact 
pressed moderately together, as this will prevent much loss in 
weight which happens when often coming in and going out of ca4e. 
In this close-hung condition it should be left until it gets the ad¬ 
vantage of as much hot weather as possible, thereby insuring the 
tobacco a thorough drying. Consult Mr. W—e Wore taking your 
tobacco down. If it should come into the warehouse in too high 
case so that there is likely to ue damaged tobacco after prizing, it 
will have to be at the owner’s risk and expense. This extra ex¬ 
pense means that the tobacco will have to be rehung in the ware¬ 
house here and the warehouse company can not advance money on 
it until it is in condition to insure keeping. One of the best teats 
is that after two or three dry, still days the tobacco is found early 
in the day. say before 8 o'clock, to be in good case, there will be 
little risk in bulking it to keep. 

Follow these directions and let every man who knows how to 
handle in summer order render what assistance and advice he can 
to his neighbor. With our drying plant next season we will not 
have this trouble.
